Mr. Ultlmate Consumer seams 1o he groatly
cvlated over the sunreme court ruling In the so-
called imtermouninin rate case, as a result of
which seventeen rallroads aAre to make some

$12,000,000 overcharge reparation on ship-
ments mnade nince the lltigation began. Mr.
Ultimate Consumer, with characteristic m-

pulelveness, halls the decialon as a distinet vie-
tory, falling to note that, though he was the
rveal loser by the high rate, not one dollar of
thoe relmbursement falls into his purse. On the
contrary, It is about equally divided between
the shippers and thelr lawyers, Take, for ex-
ample, the case of yollow plne, on shipments of
which £2,000,000 are returned.*Under the orlg-
inul ruling of the commission the reparation
wis to be 45 per cent of the proved clalms, but,
uecording to the official statement, “none of the
money reaches the consumers, who had been the
real losers through the Inereased rate,”

As a matter of fact it appears from Wash-
ington dlapatohes that certain lawvers have en-
riched themselves out of this single opportunity.
One presentod a bateh of $2,000,000 in claima.
And Jones, the consumer, he pays the frelght,
to tho lawyer, shipper and rafilroad. The cost

Mr. Wanamaker on Labor.
John Wanamaker's champlonship of the
rights of labor, his vision of {ta future, his rebuke

|,0f the attitude of gertain rich men and large em<

ployers of labor are all prophellc of that “riss
Ing market” In which he finds the men and
women who toll. .

Asked by members of the Industrial com-
mission before which he was testifying If he
belleved In the eight-hour day Mr. Wanamaker
replied: "Eight hours or less.” And he belleves
In the right of both capital and labor to organ-
ize and declares prejudice and misunderstand-
ing and poor labor leadership—more in the past
than now-—to be the chief obsiaclen in the way
of more satigfactory mutual relatlons,

Such & man as Mr, Wanamaker (s fully qual-
itied to speak on this most vital of all industrial
problems without having his motives impugned,
The sooner that he and men llke him, working
in co-operation with responsible leaders of
labor's cause, get thelr heads together on a plan
to eliminate from this problem everything but ita
merits—the strike, the boycott, the hlackiist,
the lockout and similar deviceg, of the devil—
the better for all concerned. 1If, for example,
Mr.. Rockefeller, whom Mr., Wanamaker per-
sonally criticises nnd others with similar atti-
tudes toward labor, on the one hand and the
radical Isbor leaders on the other, could only
be made to see that thelr mutual hostility ias
mutually injurious, ‘the first step in the long
process of solving the problems would be taken.

Churen Unity.

The Omahy Summer School of Missions, naide
from taking a rank of national scope, seems to
furnish subbtance for the chureh unity idea.
Forty churches of a dozen denominations are as-
sociuted In this bntorprise. Mady forms and
phases of religlous probloems are discussed with-
out reference to creednl distinetions. The mis-
slonary propaganda s kept in the forefront,
which mnkes the spirit of unity all the more
slguificant. For, as the forelgn misslonary boarda
of various denominations keenly appreciate,
creedal differences have made thelr work more
difficult. While it has always besn possible 1o
offer the heathen plausible explanations for
these divislons of “one gospel,” it has not al-
ways been possible to get him 1o see the point
as cloarly as desired. The result Is that Presby-
terians and Methodlsts and Baptista and Con-
gregationalists and other Protestant denomins-
tions are steadily working toward the unity
idea In forelgn lands and are even converging
some of their Hones of administration at home

It Is & matter of record, we understand, that
this transition abroad has had a very pro
nounced effect on the ehurches In this country.
Only the other day, the stated clerk of the
Prosbyterian genoral assembly issuod a pro-
nunclamento on the subject of church unity.
Men may say that organic union will never
come. Probably not so far as all depomiuations
"u. concerned. but that it may come before long

in'some rather praotical form of co-operation as
between the so-called evangelical denomins-
tions, thers scems lttle ground to doubt

If we could only cash In ail the time con-
sumed in the canal tolls debate we might be able
ta build another waterway for the benefit of
England and other foreélgn unations.

Bee: A ‘'Practiggl Reformer,” writing
for The Bee's lettor box today says:
“Dress s neither moral nor Immoral, It
s simply unmoral ™

1 never criticize a statement merely be-
cause 1 do not understand It, nor be-
cause of Ita bad grammar or faulty con-
struction; but the above statement con-
cerning dress lp Incomprehensible for two
réasons.

In the first place there 8 no such word
in the English language as “unmoral™; I
have oonsulted Webster, F. and W.'s
pew mtandard, and severml other diction-
aries, and I eannot find this word; It Ia
not given ¢lther as & synonym of “lm-
moral” or an antonym of "‘moral’’

In the second place, If the Word “un-
moral” was proper, it would certalnly be
gynonymoun with “immoral’™ just the
samas &8 "“unmodest” would mean "“tm-
modest,” no more and no lesa. for I find
in Webster the word "unmoralize,” mean-
ing "‘not conformed to good morals ™

1 therefore conclude that dreas is elther
moral or immoral, and that the use of
the word “unmoral” is an offenss mgalust
the purity of our Ianguage. A [great
many writers, mostly women, are Yery
fond of these quibbles, such as defining
“nude”’ ms belng differsnt from ‘‘naked.”
etc. One of the anclent phliesophers vn-
dertoak te conviece Diogenea that mo-
tion has no existence, and after listening
& few hours the ol cynlc answered the
argument by deliberately wallng away.
Thers is moral dress and immoral; maoral
picturea and lmmoral, moral conversa-
thon and immoral conversallon, and peo-
ple will slways bellove this, althoush the
standard may change from time o time
